6 Arc there placed by the Regiſter, two tables containing 
the ſ-verall rates and ſummes of all fees due to the Jurie and 
other officers of your courts, one in the uſuall place or conſi- 
ſtory where the court is kept, the other in the regiſtrie, in 
ſuch ſort as every man may come to view the ſame without 
difficultie? And doth the Chancellar, Archdeacon, Com-

11 Laſtly, have you and every of you,by your ſclves read, 
or have cauſed ro be read to you all theſe Articles? Have you 
well examined and enquired into every particular therein in- 
rended? Have you lincerely, uprightly, and without any par- 
riall affeQion, or concealment, preſented, and made known all 
and every of the offenders in any of the particulars , either as 
they are taken in truth to be, or by common fame reported? 


If you know any other matter of Eccleſiaſticall cogniſance, 
worthy the preſentment in your judgement, and fit to be re- 
formed by Eccleſiaſticall cenſure, though it be not expreſſed 
in theſe Articles, yet you ſhall likewiſe preſent the ſame by 
vertue of your oathes. 

The miniſter alſo of every pariſh may and ought to joyn 
with the churchwardens or other ſworn-men for the preſent- 
ing of offenſes: And if they be ſo irreligious as not to do it, the 
miniſter of himſelf may and ought to preſent the offenſes, or 
- thechurchwardens and queſt-men, for not preſenting ; and is 
required in his canonicall obedience ſo to do. | 
- There muſt be diſtin& anſwer made to every Article, and 
to every branch thereof, as farreas they know or have heard 
of any offenſe. 

And if (their oath, and all this advertiſement notwithſtand- 
ing) any churchwardens or other ſworn-men ſhall follow the 
cuſtomary manner,and be carelefle in enquiring and preſenting 
as they ought, then ſhall they not be able hereafter to ſay, that 
they had not fair warning to the contrarie given them - the

He Parſon, Vicar,or Curate of this pariſh is required to re- | 
ceive this book, and vpon the Sunday next after the re- 
ceit hereof, immediately atter the morning Service, to publiſh 
the contents of the Proceſſe which 1s ſent forth ; that all 
Preachers and LeQturers(it there be any in the pariſh)together 
with the Churchwardens, both of this preſent yeare and of
